Calgary and 
other cities in the west still make the 
Indian a big feature at the fair,

In view of the fact that opposition 
to the site selected by the city council 
for the east end bridge, has arisen, 
and that ‘that opposition may result 
in defeating the by-law for the appro- 
priation for the bridge, which is ‘to 
be voted on Thursday, the council ef 
the board of trade passed a resolution 
yesterday afternoon, asking the coui- 
cil to take a plebiscite on the question 
of a site, on Thursday. 

The council of the board have taken 
this step not with any intention of in- 
terfering with the city council’s se- 
lection, but with a view to obviating 
any possibility of the defeat of the 
money by-law for the bridge. If a ple- 
biscite is taken, there will be no nee- 
essity for those that are not satisfied 
with the site selected, ¢o vote against 
the money by-law. j 

The site scleated by the council for 
the bridge is at the foot of Majorie 
street. Another site which has becn 
proposed is at the foot of river street. 

Mayor Armstrong has decided to 
approach the members of the city 
council to ascertain their views in the 
matter, and if they are at all favorable 
to the holding of a plebiscite his wor- 
ship vill call a special meeting of the 
counc.! on Monday morning to decide 
the question. 

“I do not want to see the by-law de- 
feated on any acount,” he said to the 
Capital this morning.

ESTIMATES READY 


Several Alternative Schemes for 
Enlarging Plant Will Be Con- 
sidered by Council

Alternative estimates for the power 
house department expenditures of the 
present financial year, contain alter- 


on Sir] Native plans for the installation of new 


machinery, and the expenditure may 
vary from $139,750 to $298,750, accori- 
ing to the plans accepted by the com- 
missioners. 

For the 2000 kilowatt alternator 
alone, which will increase the capacity 
of the lighting and power plant, and 
also of the street railway department, 


the estimates vary from $80,000 to 
$190,000. Four alternative engines 
and alternators are estimated upon, 


giving this wide range of cost. 

Four schemes are submitted in con- 
nection with the new 6000 gallon 
pump, and the estimates of cost vary 
from $26,000 to $75,000 or the pumping 
plant alone. 

Apart from machinery, the estimat- 
ed expenditures of the power house 
department for the year are $19,830. 
This sum will cover the cost of a 
$10,000 addition to the builder house, 
the installation of a motor generator 
$12,000, which will probably be 1v- 
caed on the land on which the-car 
barns stand. The substation will cost 
an inconsiderable sum, The motor 
generator will be driven by the new 
2,000 kilowatt alternator, and will, it 
is anticipated supply adequate power 
to the street railway department for 
some time to come. 

$500 is provided in the estimates for 
improving and seeding the power 
house grounds.

It is likely that 
the board will decline to offer any 
endorsation of the resolmion. They 
feel that the Grand Trunk Pacific and 
the Hudson Bay road, and the naviga- 
tion of the Saskatchewan river, should 
be completed before the other project 
is thought of.

The expenditure of the engineering 
department during the coming season 
is estimated to reach a total of $864,- 


250, as compared with an expenditure 
in the department last year of 
$519,900. Included in the above totals 
are the sums expended in street ratl- 
way construction, and in water main 
construction, which will be charged 
up at the end of the year to the de- 
partments concerned, 

On stree railway construction dur- 
ing the year the estimated expendi- 
ture is $50,000, as compared with 
$85,453 las year. 
will be no new construction. ‘The un- 
completed portion of last years con- 
struction was provided for in last 
years estimates, out of which there is 
a large unexpended balance. Y's and 
loops on the ends of he lines already | 
constructed will be provided for this | 
year, and Jasper avenue will be dou- 
ble tracked from Sixteenth street to 
Twenty-fourth. From the car barns 
on Syndicate, double track will be 
carried three ‘blocks north of the 
Boulevard. 

The largest individual item in the 
estimates is the sum of $281,000 for 
sewer construction. Of this amount 
in the neighborhood of $200,000 will 
be required for the Rat Creek trunk 
sewer. Engineer Latornell submits 
three alternative plants for the con- 
struction of this sewer. 

The first prowdes hat all sewage 
and storm water be carried through 
a to foot 6 inch tunnel sewer from 
Rat Creek o the river, east of the pen- 
itentiary property; ‘the second that 
sanitary sewage be carried down the 
sewer to the river, while storm water 
carried down Rat Creek. The third 
plan is similar to the second, except 
that ‘the storm water and sanitary 
sewage are treated by a combined 
system, each and_ separated by an 
overflow chamber at Rat Creek. 

Engineer Potter recommended the 
first plan, and. laid emphasis on the 
value of the waste land down the 
creek which might be reclaimed. En- 
gineer Latornel holds the view that 
this value would not be so high as Mr.

the Superintendent of Neglected 
Children.) 

Lying shivering and half starved, 
beneath a pile of old straw, in a 
wretched outhouse on a homestead yn 
the Vegreville district, to where he 
had crawled after being cruelly beac- 
en by his stepmother, a/lad of scarceiy 
six years, was found one. crisp day | 
last winter, by a Mounted Policeman 
from Vegreville, who had been direct- 
ed to the place by neighbors who told 
him of the plight of the boy. The lad 
had had little nourishment for many 
days, the marks of his step-mother's 
blows were still on his body, and his 
clothes were almost in rags. Crouch- 
ing beneath his inefficient covering 
from the cold, the boy was moaning 
piteously and was found to be in a 
terrible condition. 

This was nearly a year ago. Today 
vhe boy is diving with wealthy grand- 
parents in Montreal, and is attending 
a boy’s college. This quick jump from

The commander 
came across [Eskimos wearing white- 
men’s clohing, but these articles might 
have been come by in trade, No posi- 
tive information was obtained respect- 
ing the fate of the men with Captain 
jarlow on the “Albany” and the 
“Discovery.” Some thought they had 
passed out of the Arctic Ocean,througi 
Behring Strait; had, in fact, discov- 
ered the long-dreamed-of North-west 
Passage, and would be heard from in 
the Pacific. These conjectures were 
false. The explorers had left their 
bones in the Far North, but it was not 
wutil forty-eight years Jactr that the 
nature of their fate was learned. 

During the last quarter of the eigh- 
teenth century the Hudson Bay Co. 
carried on a black whale fishery, and 
‘Marble Istand lies along normhwest 
coast of the bay, just off Ranken In- 
let, and about straight across the Bay 
from Hudson Strait. 

Boats from the whalers often rowed 
close to the shores of the Island, and 
one day during the summer of 1767 
a boat crew landed on the easternmost 
extremity of the Island, and there they 
made a startling discovery. Here 
{among the stones and gravel they 
found English guns, anchors, cycles, 
a blacksmith’s anvil, and many other 
articles, very old and much deface: 
by weather and time. Apparently the 
Iskimos had had no use for them or 
had found them too heavy to be re- 
moved, Nearby stood the remains of 
a frame house, which had been, to a 
large exen destroyed by Eskimos for 
the wood and iron. When the tide
